1. Organization and Significant Accounting Policies

Organization and Nature of Business
integris Securities, LLC (the Company) was incorporated in the State of Colorado and
undertakes merger and acquisition advisory services, private placement services and other

customer investment banking services on behalf of its clients Prior to October 15,2007,the
company was a wholly-owned subsidiary of Colorado Financial Management, Inc., a Colorado
Corporation engaged in the financial planning business. The company was a dealer in mutual
ftmds and variable annuities only, promptly transrnitted all funds to investment product families,
delivered all securities received in connection with its activities, and did not hold funds or
securities for, or owe money or securities to, customers.

The Company was acquired during 2007 and becamethe wholly owned subsidiary of Integris
Holdings, LLC. The nature of the Cornpany's operations subsequently changed from the sale of

mutual ftmd and variable annuities to investment banking advisory services for mergers and
acquisitions.

Basis of presentation

The Statement of Financial Condition of the Corporation is prepared on the accrual basis of
accounting in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of
America, which requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the amounts
reported in the financial statements and related disclosures.Actual results could differ from those
estimates.

Cash and Cash Equivalents

For purposes of the statement of changes in financial position, the Company considers all highly
liquid financial instruments purchased with a maturity of three months or less to be cash
equivalents.

Investments

Certificate of deposit totaling Sl0,l90 and $10,l85 are held by the Company as of December

31, 2016, and 20I5, respectively. The certificate bear interest of.05% and hasa maturity of six
months with penalty for early withdrawal. Any penalties for early withdrawal would not have a
material effect on the financial statements.

Revenue Recognition

Success fees and other amounts received from customers of the Company's advisory services
are recorded as services are performed.

Income Taxes

integris Securities, LLC is considered a pass-through entity for tax purposes. The Company
believesthat it has no uncertain tax positions as of December 31, 2016, and 2015. Tax years that
remain subject to examination are years 20l3 and forward.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting
principles requires management to make estirnates andassumptions that affect the amounts
reported in the financial statements and accompanying notes. Actual results could differ from
these estimates.

Subsequent Events

The Company has evaluated subsequent events through February 9. 2017. the date which the
financial statements were available to be issued. During this period, the Company was not aware
ofany material recognizable subsequent events.

2. Net Capital Requirements

in 2007 the Company entered into an agreement with its parent company, Integris Holdings, LLC
for the provision of fimds for operating purposes. At December 3), 2016 and 2015, there was $0
and $2,918 due to the parent company, respectively.

The Company also pays certain administrative expenses to Integris Holdings, LLC. In 2016 and

2015, the Company paid $35,265 and $35,020, respectively. Additionally, the Company pays
distributions to Integris Holdings, LLC.
